REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  19 64 

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EAST  GRINSTEAD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  1117  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964-. 

The  Report  is  prepared  as  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No,l/65  dated  the  11th  January,  1965. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  12o39  as  compared  with  15o76  for  I963. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  8„92  compared  with  llo3  for  England 
and  Wales,  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  obtained  by  the  application  of 
a ' ccmparability  factor*  making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  20,98  ccmpared  with  20,34-  for  the 
previous  year,  (There  were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  in  19^3)  • 

The  Birth  Rate  is  17o45  compared  with  18,52  in  19 83. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  17«62  compared  with  18.4  for  Englamd 
and  Wales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  or  Measles, 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age  from 
Enteritis  and  none  from  maternal  causes. 

For  the  eighteenth  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,

COUNCIL  HOUSING 

The  following  information  is  given  by  Mrs*  0.  Wren,  the  Housing 
Manager o 

Council  Properties 

Council  accanmodation  totals  89I  houses  and  flats,  5 shops  and  I66 
garages.  Building  commenced  this  year  on  two  new  estates,  one  of  which 
lies  in  the  Ashurst  Wood  area  and  comprises  12  houses,  8 bed/sitting  roan, 

20  one  bedrocmed  and  I6  two  bedrooraed  flats.  The  second  estate,  which  is 
'purpose  built’  for  elderly  citizens,  lies  in  Holtye  Rise  near  the  Queen 
Victoria  Hospital  and  comprises  10  bed/sitting  room  and  10  one  bedroomed  flats. 
These  have  attached,  a two  bedrocmed  Warden’s  flat.  Common  Room  for  the  use 
of  tenants,  a Guest's  bedroom  and  a Laundry  Room, 

It  is  hoped  to  use  both  these  estates  for  transferring  existing 
Council  tenants  from  under-occupied  houses. 

Repairs  and  Decorations, 

Repairs  and  maintenance  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
direct  labour  force  and,  during  the  year,  1,190  orders  were  issued. 

Tenants  are  respoi';sible  for  the  following  items  of  repair  and/or  replacements s 
electric  fuses,  plugs  and  chains  for  sinks,  lavatory  basins,  baths  and  W,C’s, 
door  handles,  latches  and  hinges,  locks,  interior  and  exterior  door  keys, 
hat  and  coat  rails  and  hooks  thereon,  window  fasteners,  staybar's  and/or  sash 
lifts,  tap  washers,  electric  fittings,  power  and  lighting  plugs,  switches 
and  pendants.  These  latter  repairs  or  renewals  must  be  carried  out  by  a 
conpetent  electrician. 

Where  applicable,  i.e,,  on  properties  where  these  are  installed, 
tenants  are  responsible  for  the  repair  or  renewal  of  flexible  gas  tubes  and 
gas  pokers,  gate  fasteners,  elements  to  any  electrical  fire  in  the  lounge. 

Where  the  following  items  are  damaged  during  the  tenancy,  the  tenant 
is  ordinarily  liable  for  the  cost  of  repair  or  replacement  of  wash-basins, 
sinks  and  gratings*  W.C,  pans  and  seats,  window  panes,  woodwork  and  interior 
furnishing.  Window  panes  are  reglazed  on  request,  the  tenant  paying 
approximately  I4/”  per  pane,  or  free  of  charge  where  the  broken  window  is 
due  to  the  condition  of  the  iron  frames. 

Tenants  accept  responsiblily  for  these  repa.irs  and  the  scheme 
encourages  them  to  maintain  such  items  in  good  repair. 
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During  the  year,  walls  in  the  kitchen  and  bathrocan  and  all  ceilings 
were  plastered  in  11  houses  on  the  Sackville  Estate,  to  a large  extent  by 
outside  contract,  85  properties  were  decorated  internally  and  l6  tenants 
received  allowances  in  respect  of  45  rooms  which  they  had  decorated  with 
their  own  materiads, 

l68  houses  and  flats  were  decorated  externally  by  outside  contract. 

Free  collections  of  excess  rubbish,  such  as  items  of  old  iron, 
mattresses,  etc,,  were  made  on  request  frcm  tenants  of  private  and  Council 
owned  accommodation  on  the  last  Friday  of  each  month.  These  collections 
alleviate  to  a certain  extent  “dumping'  on  greens  and  in  lanes  within  the 
district.  The  number  of  collections  from  Council  owned  property  was  124. 

The  Council's  Housing  Waiting  List 

Review  of  the  Waiting  List  was  continued  and  a number  of  applicants 
were  revisited  in  order  to  confirm  and  bring  up  to  date  details  of  their 
circumstances,  ready  for  the  allocation  of  the  newly  built  properties  next 
year. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Waiting  List  had  again  increased  by  24 

to  346, 


During  the  year,  lettings  totalled  56  and,  of  these,  five  families 
were  rehoused  from  unfit  properties. 

The  number  of  Council  tenants  on  the  Waiting  List  for  a transfer  to 
larger  or  smaller  accommodation  totalled  89  and,  during  the  year,  32 
transfers  were  effected. 

Welfare 


The  Co-ordinating  Committee  met  monthly  in  the  Council  Chamber  and 
22  problem  families  were  assisted  in  various  ways.  It  has  been  found  that 
routine  visiting  alone  does  not  produce  the  desired  result  of  raising 
standards  in  the  heme  and,  to  me,  it  is  increasingly  apparent  that  a form 
of  home  training  is  required  for  certain  problem  families.  The  fonn  of 
training  required  is  similar  to  that  provided  by  the  Family  Service  Units 
in  various  parts  of  the  Country,  training  which  is  carried  out  over  a long 
period  until  the  family  becomes  self  supporting  in  every  way.  The 
Co-ordinating  Cemmittee  deals  with  families  who  have  a problem  as  well  as 
problem  families,  and  the  two  should  not  be  confused. 

The  Voluntary  Laundry  continued  its  valuable  work  under  the 
organisation  of  Mrs,  Weller  and  her  assistants.  Clothing  was  collected, 
washed  and  delivered  to  40  hemes  where  elderly  people  are  living  alone  or 
have  no  one  to  help  them.  Through  the  watchful  eye  of  the  voluntary 
helpers,  clothing,  blankets  and  other  bed  linen  were  provided  where  it  was 
seen  to  be  necessary. 

At  Christmas,  4?2  hemes  were  provided  with  extra  comforts,  including 
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coals  groceries,  sweets,  tobacco,  etCo , through  varioias  East  Grinstead 
Clubs,  including  Rotary,  Soroptimist , Youth  Club  and  Trefoil  Guild. 

The  Round  Table  again  organised  a successful  ’Donk^  Derby",  and 
the  proceeds  were  used  to  send  40  elderly  people  to  the  sea  for  a holiday. 

The  "Meals  on  Wheels  * Ser-^rice  continued  under  the  Womens ' Voluntary 
Service  and  2,122  meals  were  served  (including  24  special  Christmas  dinners 
which  were  provided  without  charge). 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  19^3» 

On  the  1st  August,  1964s  the  main  part  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963s  came  into  operation.  Its  objects  are  to  secure 
the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in  such  premises. 

It  requires  that  every  premises  shall  receive  a General  Inspection 
to  ensxire  compliance  with  the  req-uired  standards  of  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  and  washing  conveniences, 
drinking  water,  seats,  eating  facilities,  accommodation  for  clothing,  first 
aid  and  protection  from  dangerous  machinery. 

Owing  to  the  amount  of  work  a project  of  this  nature  entails,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  employ  an  additional  public  heailth  inspector,  and  Mr.  P.Ao 
Freeman  commenced  his  duties  on  the  14th  September,  1964o

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex 
Co\inty  Hospitalj  Brighton  (telephone  63506)  are  available  to  this  depart- 
ment and  to  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  for  the  investigation 
of  infectioxis  disease* 

The  laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  specimens  (faeces,  sputa, 
throat  swabs,  etc*,)  both  for  the  diagnosis  of  individual  cases  and  for 
the  investigation  of  outbreaks  (detection  of  carriers,  reservoirs  of 
infection,  mode  of  spread,  etc*,)  Specimens  should  reach  the  laboratory 
by  L.  30  Pom*,  on  weekdays,  by  12*30  p<,mo , on  Saturdays,  and  by  11,30  a.m. , 
on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays, 

Containers  may  be  obtained  frcm  the  laboratory  or  from  this  depajrt- 
ment,  and  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  via  the  Southdown  Motor 
Bus  Company,  Collections  are  made  at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2 p.m, , 
and  4 p«m,  (Mondays  - Fridays)  and  at  12,30  pom. , on  Saturdays,  No 
collections  are  made  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays, 

Specimens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  East  Court,  East  Grinstead  before  12,30  p,m. , and  will  be 
placed  on  a 'bus  in  time  to  reach  Brighton  for  the  4 pom, , collection. 

The  laboratory  remains  open  until  11,30  a,m. , every  day  of  the  year 
for  the  receipt  of  urgent  specimens  (which  on  Sundays  and  Public  Holidays 
must  be  delivered  to  the  laboratory). 

Specimens  which  are  received  at  the  Brighton  terminus  after  the  last 
daily  collection  has  been  made,  are  not  picked  up  until  the  following  day, 
unless  prior  notification  is  received  at  the  laboratory  that  an  urgent 
specimen  is  on  its  way  which  may  not,  or  will  not,  arrive  in  Brighton  in 
time  for  the  normal  collection.
